(Philadelphia* Record.) 


Of the 200.549 recruits who had 


enlisted in the regular army from 
API 11 1 up to Friday evening last 
103,235, or almost exactly one^half, 
came from the states of Massachu- 
setts, 
Rhode Island. Connecticut, 


New Ydik. New Jersey. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio,' Indiana and 
Illinois. 


With the exception of Rhode Island 
all of these commonwealths have 
largely exceeded their quotas, and 
the surplus of their enlistments, with 
that of some smaller states, has 
served to make up the deficiency re- 
ported from , other parts 
of 
the 


country. 
This splendid block of sovereign 


commonwealths, stretching from the 
Atlantic ocean to the Mississippi 
river and including six of the 13 
original colonies, embraces no small 
part of the wealth of the United 
States. It is pre-eminent in mannfac- 
tuies, and the three western mem- 
bers 
possess 
great 
agricultural 


wealth. In all nine states the pro- 
portion of foreign-born residents is 
high. 
It is extremely ^ratifying, 


therefore, to find that the spirit of 
patriotism blazes no less brightly 
among those who have come here 
from other lands and among their 
children than among the native 
American 
element. 
Indeed, 
the 


comparison is by no means favorable 
to the older stock. 
Making proper 


allowance for the difference in pop- 
ulation, Vermont's contribution of 
135 soldiers to the army contrasts 
very unfavorably with Connecticut's 
2510, 
and Pennsylvania's 22,978 re- 


cruits dwarf into insignificance Vir- 
ginia's 1562 and North Carolina s 
1536. Yet these two last states are 
supposed to be largely composed of 
Americans whose families have been 
long residents in this country. 


Such figures show that the heart 


of the United States is sound and 
loyal, 
notwithstanding 
the 
noisy 


outcries made by a very trifling per- 
centage of the population. 
The 


states that furnished the bulk of the 
troops for the Revolution are no less 
patriotic in 1917 than in 1775, and 
the tradition is nobly carried on by 
their western states.

FUEL SHORTAGE. 


Up to recent years, the last thing 


the people of the 
thought about was 


United States 
fuel shortage. 


The scientists might figure that the 
coal mines would be used up in 
1000 years, but "we should worry." 
It never occurred to them that the 
shortage and high price of labor 
would greatly increase the cost of 
mining coal, and that our supply of 
fuel wood was rapidly being de- 
pleted by the gross waste of forest 
resources. 
Today high cost fuel is threaten- 


ing the Security of railroad dividends 
and it greatly increases the cost of 
running any plant needing power. 
The householder feels keenly the 
augmented price of coal and wood 
in his home. Recognizing these con- 
ditions, the government is asking 
supplies of 
the public to conserve 
fuel in every way. 
In industrial plants various de- 


vices are used to save coal, such as 
automatic stoking, introduction of 
smoke consumers, more careful sys- 
tems of feeding fire, etc. . But the 
one great means of saving fuel is to 
develop water powers, and make our 
rivers turn our wheels. The people 
•who promote and bring to successful 
operation a water power company 
are adding permanent sources of 
wealth that will increase production 
indefinitely. / 
If they plant and maintain forest 


growth about the headwaters of 
their stream, they will maintain a 
regular flow of that stream a-H the 
year around, or nearly so. thus re- 
ducing the time that auxiliary stream 
plants burning coal have, to be op- 
erated. 
It is too bad that so many millions 


of dollars are wasted in unfruitful 
speculation, in wildcat mining aad 
plantation schemes, when if they
